They are property owners and 
want to know just how the town's busi­ 
ness is conducted. 
Should the public 
affairs not be conducted properly they 
are witnesses to that effect and do not 
have to depend upon the say so of 
others. 
This is the proper thing and 
more property owners should 
attend 
these meetings, for the Trustees are 
really only men who are entrusted with 
the power of taking money from their 
pockets and disbursing it in any way 
they may see fit. 


It has a good effect upon 
these 
servants of the people for when they 
see a goodly number of respectable 
citizens in the 
seats 
listening 
and 
watching all that is going on, these 
trustees, to a certain extent, feel re­ 
lieved of responsibility in one way and 
at the same time 
know 
that their 
efforts to do what is right by their 
fellow citizens will be appreciated. 
It 
produces a mutual good feeling all 
around. 
The fact of being a trustee 
carries a certain amount of honor with 
it but there are many thorns which a 
public officer has to tread upon 
and 
give no signs of pain. 
There is no 
doubt in the world 
but

might be released from their contract. 


The Board consented, and then it was 
finally agreed that the business should 
be commenced anew with the proviso 
that all the expense heretofore incurred 
be paid by private parties and the town 
should not be liable for a single cent 
in the matter up to date. 


It appears that there is trouble in 
districting this work properly so that 
the expenses and benefits may be prop­ 
erly proportioned.

property on this avenue object to any 
improvements whatsoever.

H. Bone, the 
Prohibition Candidate, as the following 
card which is written over his signi 
ture will show.

called upon the latter gentleman

morning and asked him if there was 
any truth in the statement that he had 
paid Mr. Young $35 to ha\ehim with­ 
draw from the 
Clerk's fight in his 
favor. 


Mr. Bone indignantly denied that he 
had paid Mr. Young any money and 
said: 
"People who know me know 
that I would not be a party to any 
such transaction, not even if I knew 
that it would put me right into the 
office. 
As far as Mr. Young having 
withdrawn in my favor, that is true," 
said Mr. Bone. 


He came to my home last evening 
and told me that he

sixty candidates who desired to be 
elected to the various city offices.

He 
now proposes to bond the city for 
$1,000,000 for the purpose of improve- 


ing the streets of the city, the bonds 
to be sold as the money is needed. 
This would give a large number of 
men employment and the interest on 
individuals would be so small that 
they would never notice it Such a 
move should be made in Berkeley. An 
issue of $100,000 would make Berke 


ley the gem of the bay. 


JOHN W. FLOOD, the ex-cashier of 
the Donohue-Kelly bank, who has 
been under arrest for the past two or 
three years on a charge of stealing 
$164,000 from the bank, plead guilty 
to one of the charges against him yes­ 
terday. 
The chances are that he will 
receive a very light sentence and that 
he will then be pardoned. 
This may 
be justice but it looks more like a 
travesty on justice. 
There are men 


who have stolen small amounts to keep 
from starving, and they were tried and 
convicted and sentenced to long terms 
In the penitentiary. 
There will never 
be a chance to stop crime if it is not 
first stopped in the hi«h places and it 
will never be stopped in the high 
places until the rogues that steal the 
thousands are convicted and sentenced 
to serve long terms and when in prison 
are shown no favors. 


It was made known to the public 
yesterday that 
f a l t e r H . Young, 


who 
is 
the 
People's 
Party 
candidate for Town Clerk, had called 
upon Charles Gompertz, the Non­ 
partisan 
nominee, and offeied him 
400 votes if he would pay him $75 for 
the same. 
These votes he would pro­ 
cure from the People's Party and the 


A. P. A. and would also secure Mr. 
Gompertz the endorsements of these 
organizations. 
Mr. Gompertz refused 
to be a party to any such 
transaction, 
whereupon Mr. Young stated 
that 
there was no use in trying to expose 
him, as it was only one man's word 
against another. 
Mr. Gompertz had 
Young identified, however, as he left 
the office and will, in all probability, 
swear out a warrant for his arrest, 
something which should be done with­ 
out delay in ease it is true, for the 
choice of the people should not be 
jeopardized by the sale of votes, al­ 
though we do not believe that Mr. 
Young would have been able to de­ 
liver the goods. 


In any event, however, he should be 
punished if he has made such an offer 
to Mr. Gompertz, and knowing Mr. 
Gompertz as well as we do we feel in 
clined to believe that his statement 
that Young made him the proposition 
to sell him votes is true and that the 
public will accept it as true.

HIS LAST BLAST. 


Sing oanyon, Sierra county, bag al 
ways been famous far the number and 
size of its golden nuggets. The canyon 
heads among the huge skyward tower 
ing mountains that rise on the south 
side of the North Yuba, into which riv­ 
er it empties its waters just before the 
lower end of the famous old mining 
town of Downieville. In 1852 a son of 
Erin named Mike Maroney had a plaoer 
claim on this canyon of nests of golden 
eggs, whioh in his opinion was nothing 
less than the secret storehouse of the 
"Goblins of the Golden Mountains.

StoriM AnitfMf the Origin of t*« 
Hmj. 
Napoleon Married on the 1st of April. 
The SootoH Have Great Timet With the 
Gawk—The Grocer Sean* Up. 


"The oomplinranti of the season to 
my worthy masters and a marry 1st of 
April to ni all." wrote the genial and 
gentle Charles Lamb. 


He farther goes onto say: "Iwill 
confess a truth—I love a fool aanatural­ 
ly as if he were kith and kin to me, and, 
take my word for it and say a fool told 
yon, that he who has not a dram of folly 
in his mixture hath pounds of mnob 
worse matter in his composition." 


Very few men are willing to embark 
in a new enterprise on April 1, and 
marriages are rarely solemnised on that 
day. One that has a historical record is 
that of Napoleon I w^th Maria Louise, 
which cannot be said to have furnished 
an example calculated to bring the day 
into favor. The French people attached 
much slgnifloanoe to the choice of that 
day by Napoleon. Like all Frenchmen, 
the emperor was susceptible to ridicule, 
and it is bard to understand how he 
gave the Parisians an opportunity to de­ 
ride his marriage day, which they did 
most effectually, a theme which was im­ 
portant at that time to both Napoleon 
and his dynasty and called attention to 
his daring revokal of the laws in biB 
second marriage. 


Shakespeare, who, like Lamb, loved 
a fool, does not once allude to the cus­ 
tom of keeping April 1 as All Fools' 
day, Indeed he only mentions April 1 
onoe in his plays, and that is in connec­ 
tion with a tragio incident when King 
John is informed: 


The let of April died your noble 
mother." 


That the custom was in vogue at that 
time in Franca is established, but there 
is no absolute certainty of the time 
when it was introduced into England. 


Some pretend to date the custom back 
to the Feast of Fools, a kind of satur­ 
nalia popular in the middle ages. Its 
chief object was to honor the ass,' on 
which the Saviour made his entry into 
Jerusalem. Processions of fools accom­ 
panied the central figure, and whenever 
the animal brayed they imitated i t As 
similar tricks are played at the Hull 
festival, there must be another solution 
of its origin. It is claimed by other his­ 
torians that the observance of the day 
dates from 1664, when New Tear's day 
was changed to Jan. 1, leaving the 1st 
of April, which had been the date of 
the new year, without service, and it 
became a burlesque anniversary. 


An old legend tells a pretty story of 
the disappearance of an eastern prince 
on this day. His subjects mourned him 
sincerely, and ovary year on the day of 
his mysterious disappearance sent out 
the children of the kingdom to search 
for him, and they turned the day into 
one of merrymaking. 
• 


The rtory got abroad and reached Japan. 
From thence by story tellers It was burled 
Into the Islands of the western world, 
And »o the legend of two thousand years 
The cause of April All Fools' day appears. 
In Scotland the April fool is called a 
gowk, and in France an April fish. In 
England the day is always observed as 
an opportunity for getting off practical 
jokes on the public.. On the 1st of April, 
1860, a complimentary card was sent 
out generally inviting people to an en­ 
tertainment at the Tower of London. 
These cards read:

April 1 
oame that year on Sunday, and the trick 
was the most successful and the least 
harmful of any hoax ever perpetrated on 
so large a scale. Many went away satis­ 
fied that the show was genuine, but that 
they had missed it by not finding the 
white gate. 


The Sootoh gowk is a rather interest­ 
ing feature of the day in that country. 
The gowk is a boy or rustic who is sent 
on an impossible errand and bade to 
run all the way. If he is bright, he will 
discover the joke and pass it on to an­ 
other, until half a dozen have been en­ 
listed in "hunting the gowk." A rhyme 
of the occasion is this: 


EUn for TOUT mither, boy, rin, rtn, 
rln. 
The eggs are ready, but she hasn't a hin, 
And If you wait till the egga grow cool 
Then all your life you 11 be April fooL 
The best joke of all is when a man 
refuses to believe the truth on that day. 
A Londoner was told that his house waa 
on fire, but he recalled the fact that it 
waa All Fools' day. 


"Oh, yes," he answered, "loan see it 
bam!" and the bouse had really burned 
to the ground before he oould be made 
to believe it was not a joke. 


A boy who was playing truant on the 
1st of April was warned by his ohums 
that his father was coming. 


"Aw, oome oft," he said; "you can't 
fool me on no 1st of April 1" 


But when he felt bis father's hand on 
bis coat collar and received the weight 
of a hickory stick on his shoulders he 
wondered who was the April fool 


Fool confectionery is one of the mod­ 
ern attempts at a joke. Cake staffed 
with ootton batting is baked with an in­ 
viting exterior and senttofrienda Can­ 
dies dosed with red pepper, sugar mixed 
with salt, oaTamels made with liberal 
quantities of snuff and similar jokes are 
worked off on the unsuspicious. 


Bvery kind of trick is resorted to by 
the grocer on that day to get even with 
the unprofitable customer who tastes 
from every box and barrel in the store. 
Salt is mixed with molasses to make it 
resemble brown sugar, raisins are sprin­ 
kled with kerosene, figs filled with red 
pepper and imitation crackers substitut­ 
ed f of the genuine. Loaded cigars are 
left ooniplouously handy, and chewing 
tobaooo is generously doctored with qul- 
nlne.

.fohames of folly carry ont the design of

• In BOB* I t b • Defensive Armor Made of 
Horn and Bone. 
Osteologist Lucas of the National 
mnsenm is preparing a new exhibit, 
whiota is designed to show the various 
modifications of the skin t)f animals, 


To begin with, then will be- a qneer 
sort of alligator from South America, 
called the "jatoari." It is quite different 
from any alligator from North America, 
belonging to a peon liar genus -that has 
bony plates on the under side as well as 
on the upper side of the body. This Is a 
distinguishing mark of the tribe, snoh 
alligators as are known elsewhere in the 
world being thus armored only on their 
baoka. The armor plates of the alliga­ 
tors are of true bone—the, same sort of 
bone as that of the animal's skeleton. 


If you will examine the akin on the 
back of your band,, yon will find that it 
is corrugated and broken up with fine 
lines in such a way that you can easily 
imagine its texture transformed by ex­ 
aggeration into soales. Now, you have 
only to gaze upon an armadillo in order 
to see snoh a modification of the skin. 
In Afrioa is found a yet more ourious 
animal, called the "Mania maorura," 
which is the most scaly of all scaly 
beasts. From the tip of its nose to the 
end of a very long tail it is clad in big 
horny soales that overlap one another. 
When alarmed, it ourls itBelf up into a 
tight ball, and the 
1 soales being quite 
sharp it is pretty safe against attaok. 
In this case also the scales are only 
modified akin. It is worth mentioning, 
by the way, that the Mania maorura 
possesses a greater number of vertebra 
than any other mammal 


Mr. Lucas will show;< in the same 
oase with the jaoari and the armadillo, 
a "BObeitopnaio." This is a lizard from 
Sioily. The casual observer would take 
it for a snake, its legs being rudimen­ 
tary and oonoealed beneath its akin. The 
entire body of the reptile is covered 
with little plates of bone. As in the case 
of the alligator, above described, the 
bony plates of the lizard are merely 
modified skin. The same is true of the 
very remarkable "boxfish" of the West 
Indies, which is olad in a oomplete 
armor of six sided plates of bone, whioh 
are fastened to the skull and to the 
bases of the dorsal and anal fins. An 
odd point a boot this fish is that it can­ 
not bend its body at all, the vertebra), 
save only three or four near the tail, be­ 
ing fused together. Thus the backbone 
is a solid rod. 
' 
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The soales of the armadillo are of 
bone, covered with horn, the bone and 
the horn corresponding respectively to 
the true skin and the epidermis of a 
human being or other animal. 
Bony 
plates and spines are modifications of the 
true skin, while horn is modified epider­ 
mis. 
Human beings sometimes develop 
horns, bnt they are abnormal growths. 
Another qneer fish that will be shown 
in connection with this exhibit is the 
"globefish," whioh is found in waters 
off the ooas^jpf South Carolina. 
It is 
olad in an armor of interlocked spines, 
whioh are made to stand ereot at the 
will of the animal, thus rendering the 
latter an unattraotive morsel to swal­ 
low. In a world like this, where every 
living creature is the prey and food of 
others, animals are often obliged to pnt 
on ooats of mail if they would aurviva 
Mr. Lucas will make fur and feath­ 
ers a part of the exhibit. Feathers and 
hair are the same thing, 
differently 
modified, of course. A stuffed and fret­ 
ful porcupine will illustrate the fact 
that mammals as well as birds have 
quills. This is true of several species of 
mammals, notably the European hedge- 
bog, whioh is a disagreeable creature to 
handle without 
gloves. Awhile ago 
there were a oonple of porcupines in the 
zoological collection in the rear of the 
Smithsonian institution. 
One of them 
assailed an attendant and stuok about 
80 of its quills into his legs. He (the at­ 
tendant, not the porcupine) told a writer 
for The Star that the quills oame out of 
the porcupine mnoh more easily than 
they oame ont of his leg.—Washington 
Star.
